Therefore, toe MonitMing Group 
was to finalise its report on or before 16th August, 2003. 

3. As toe Monitoring Group is likely to take more 
time to finalise its report, the term of the Monitoring 
Group is hereby extended by a further period of six 
mon^ with effect from 17-8-2003.
